Immigrants and Farms 


"IT WAS probably the change in the character of American 
* immigration in the middle of the last century that was ulti- 
? jngtely responsible for our present sharp restrictions on im- 


migration. 
During the first half of the 19th century America drew 


a great flood of immigrants from northern Europe. These 
immigrants, for the most part, became farmers. Land was 
cheap, and land was rich; the best thing an ambitious im- 
migrant could do was take to farming. 


Then came the change. Immigrants began coming in 


from gouth Europe. They did not go to farms so much. They 
settled III the cities. Instead of becoming farmers they be- 
Cftme day laborers and factory hands. The cities grew crowd- 
ed. Qu.$ of all this came, the conviction that the nation had 
taken in as many strangers as it could assimilate. The bars 
were put up, 
Bi|t The Interpreter, the useful little magazine put out 


by the Foreign Language Information Service, points out 
that this change was chiefly due to economics. 


Immigrants stopped becoming fanners and took to the 


cities, not because they wanted to, but because they had to. 
Th.e supply of cheap and fertile land ran low and prices went 
yp so high that a farm was out of the ordinary immigrant's 
reach. Furthermore, American industrialism was just begin- 
ning to grow. It i ceded workers. The immigrant's best op- 
portunity was in tne city, not in the open country. 


Now comes a new shift, highly significant. The chil- 


dren of southrEurope immigrants are moving out, to those 
farming regions where the land is poor. They are taking the 
farms that native-born, farmers are giving up—and they are

Although the exact date of the open-

death of William Howard 
Taft, the 


only man in the nation's history who 
Nad been both president of the .United 
States and chief justice of the United 
States, ends a public 
career 
that

friends as before. 


A few months later Roosevelt died 


suddenly and Taft hastened to Oyster 
Bay to attend the funeral.

ray of consolation, according to those 
who knaw him bcsl, was thai Ihe 
broach with hi.-; friend of a lifetime 
had been healed before death parted 
them. 


Tafl was essentially human, 
i'n his desk, piled high with briefs, 


ir the secluded private chambers of 
Ihe chief justice of the United Elates, 
he kept a .supply Of apples for distri- 
bution when his little grandchildren 
called.

several years ago. he walked daily Ihe 
three miles from lii.s Wyoming avenue 
residence to Ihe capitol.
